Tins great work being carried on in 
Ijos .Angeles at the Bethlehem Institu¬ 
tions should be of interest t<i every 
person who lias the welfare of human- | 
ity at heart. This work is not a char¬ 
ity in the old sense of the term—the 
patronizing reaching down from above 
to the humiliated recipients down be¬ 
low. There is no reaching down, but 
a reaching out—(luite a different thing. 
The Bethlehem movement is toward 
the l(*veling-up of humanity. The 
Bethlehem idea is to minister to the 
physical as well as the spiritual; to 
preach the gospel of a common broth¬ 
erhood in helpful deeds and not in 
fruitless word.s. 

To attempt to estimate the good ac¬ 
complished by Bethlehem in tlie lifteeii 
years of its e.xistence, most of which 
lime it has been under the guidance 
of the present superintendent, Bev. 
Dana Bartlett, would be impossilile. As 
well try to count the circling waves 
made by the pebbh* dropped into a 
[ilacid lake. Kvery good thought sets

up endless vibrations for good: tiie in- 
lluence of one good viced reaches 
around the world. Who then can tell 
what Bethlehem lias wrought in its 
years of good doing? 

What are known as the Bethlehem 
Institutions consist of three sei»arate 
establishments, all situated in the 
most crowded (lu.arter of the* city of ! 
Los Angeles—the Kighth ward—where 
st’arlet vice flaunts her trade and pov¬ 
erty hides its rags and dirt in crumb¬ 
ling sliacks. • 

The Mother house at 510 Vlgnes 
street Is in tlie midst of the foreign 
.settlement, a constantly increasing ele¬ 
ment in th(* city’s i; >pulation. In a ra¬ 
dius of several blocks, in this thickly 
crowded ([uarter. It is i)ossil)le not to 
meet a single person speaking the 
KHglish language. Busslans, Japanese, 
Armenians, Greeks, Italians and IJ^exi- 
eans—these are the neighbors of Beth¬ 
lehem, and among these there is much 
w(»rk to be done. To reach them in 
the right way, to educate them to high 
standards of living and to help them 
to become good citizens—these are a 
few of the things embraced in the 
Bethlehem plan. Such a work means 
immeasurable benefit to the city and 
to the state and the country at large. 
Like most of the immigrants that

CAPTAIN HUDSON DEAD 

Death Claims Aged Citizen After Long 
Battle With Disease 

Mr. Richard H. Hudson passed 
away Monday afternoon at his Auburn 
avenue home after a lingering Illness. 
The end was peaceful and without 
suffeiing, as had been the last few 
weeks of his life, during which his 
strength gradually ebbed till he could 
maintain the fight no longer. 

•Mr. Hudson was born in Virginia 
.\*ov. 26, 1829. His father was a col¬ 
onel in the United States army. In 
the war of the rebellion the son joined 
the Confederate army and reached 
the rank of captain. After the wai 
he w as a l<»yal (itizen of the republic 
until hi.s death. He studied medicine 
but never practiced tiie profession. 
Mr. Hudson came to California 18 
years. ago, living at Moneta until he 
came to Sierra Madre two years ago. 
He is survi\ed by his wife, who min¬ 
istered to his needs with unceasing de- 
\otion during the weakness of his last 
illness. 

L'lineral s(>rvices were conducted in 
I.os .\ngel(‘s Wednesday morning at 
11 o’(dock. Rev. Dr. J. M. Campbeli 
officiating. Interment was at Kver- 
green cemeter.v. A large number of 
old friends fnjiii Moneta were present 
at the services. 

Mr. Hudson lixed so as to be loved. 
His genial disposition won friends 
everyw'hore he w ent. He was a kind 
neighbor, a man of un.selfish spirit and 
alwa.vs leady to li*nd a helping hand 
to tho.se in need. He always took a 
decided stand (m matters of public 
reform, and was active in church 
work. He valued men. not for their 
( lothes, l.mt for their worth.

come to America, these foreign resi¬ 
dents are very ignorant. They have no 
idea’ as a rule, what it means to exer¬ 
cise the franeliise. Five years resi¬ 
dence in this country gives them the 
right to vote and have a voice in the 
making of our laws and the election of 
our legislators. It must be apparent 
that it is \ cry imjjortant tiiat they are 
taught tlie sacred responsibility of ex¬ 
ercising such a right. If no one else 
takes the trouble to teach them good 
citizenship, the saloon forces are sure 
to teach them the other kind. It is 
generally conceded that the manipula¬ 
tion of the sill me vote by corrupt poli¬ 
ticians is one of the greatest menaces 
to good government in this country. 

It was the realization of this truth 
that actuated Rev. Dana Bartlett when 
lie took ut) as part of the Bethlehem 
work the task of training the poor for¬ 
eign residents. Tliougli lliere are many 
good people in Los Angeles, no one 
else eared to undertake it. It is a 
slow, laborious task. There are no 
brilliant rewards; the results are not 
showy. It is merely pioneer work and 
for that the returns will be greatest In 
the years to come. Before the for¬ 
eigners can understand their civic 
rights and duties they have to be 
taught our language, and this is one of 
the most important branches of the 
Bethlehem work. Every night you see 
them, classes of Italians, Armenians, 
Greeks and Mexicans, and Russian 
youths, gathered in the large rooms, 
where volunteer teachers instruct 
them from the hours of 7 till 9. Once 
a week they are given Illustrated lec¬ 
tures cm the history of America by Mr. 
Bartlett through Interpreters in the 
different languages. 

This is just one department of the 
Bethlehem Institutions. It would take 
a volume to tell of the other activities 
carried on here and at the two 
branches, all having the object social 
service and human uplift.

Democratic electors, 242 electoral votes 
out of the total of 483 in the electoral 
college being necessary to a choice. 

By way of comparison it may be in¬ 
teresting to note that in 1904 the total 
number of electoral votes was 476, 
seven less than this time, of which 336 
were won by the Republicans for 
Roosevelt and 140 for the Democrats. 
Mr. Taft will receive Missouri’s eigh¬ 
teen and two from Maryland, while 
six of Maryland’s eight votes will be 
cast for Mr. Bryan, who will also re¬ 
ceive the electoral votes of Colorado, 
Nevada and Nebraska from the North. 
With these exceptions a solid South 
will throw Its electoral vote again to 
th.e Democratic candidate and a solid 
North—solid on issues before the peo¬ 
ple and not on tradition—will be be¬ 
hind Mr. Taft in the electoral college. 

Mr. Taft's poi)ular plurality Is esti¬ 
mated by the New York Outlook, usu¬ 
ally conservative, at 1,100,000. While 
Mr. Taft’s electoral vote will be only 
nine less than Mr. Roosevelt received 
four years ago his popular vote is le.ss 
than half that cast for Mr. Roosevelt, 
although a quarter more than McKin¬ 
ley’s vote of 1900 and twice McKin¬ 
ley's vote of 1896. 

Another feature of the results Is that 
Taft carried the disputed pivotal states 
that constituted the storm center, 
namely. New York, Indiana and Ohio, 
he two latter at the .same time electing 
Democratic governors. 

The pre.sent Republican majority of 
thirty in the Fenate and fifty-three In 
the House may be slightly reduced but 
will remain ample enough to effectively 
support the new administration in re¬ 
deeming its pledges to the country If It 
Is so disposed, and If not, amply suffi¬ 
cient In strength to defy the president 
and disregard the temper of the public.
